Hough th: Lord hath endued us with patience to fuffer for 
the Teſtimony of our Conſciences, ye tis not meet 1bat 
we ſhould alwayes ſuffer in ſilence, or remain mute, while 

wnjuſftly expoſed to ruin, ſince the cry of this great Oppresſfoon 
and Cruelty upon ui ſa loud, and muff be manifeſt openly : 
and none will be offended or enraged at us (for publiſhing ome 0 
theſe injuries and agrieuances cawſeleſly inflifted on us) but ſuc 
43 art guilty thereof (or concerned) either in ſpirit or practice 
ſuch being ſo involved in _—_ & wickedneſs that they would 
never have their deeds come to light, though their hearts be ſet 
in them to work wickedneſs fill, becauſe that Fudgmept is not 
ſpeedily executed upon them : and ſuch as now buſie themſelves, 
and are imployed as Promoters, Informers, and Difturbers of the 
Peaceable Meetings of Gods People, and ſecretly encouraged in 
thus horrible Oppresfion and Perſtcation of the Innocent, do m- 
nifeſt then.ſel: e; ſo inbumane, ſo cruel, and mercileſs, That nei- 
ther Widows, F atherleſs, nor Poor are regarded, or baue mercy 
n by ſuch , but many expoſed to ruin, (as to an outward 
ſubſiſtence in this World) for the very nan of the Nation, 
the Scum of the Countrey, the worſt and baſeſt ſort of men (and 
both Drunkards and Swearers) without either credit or repmtati- 
en among their Neighbours ( who ſhow'!d be kept under by the 
Law) ere let loſe to do miſchief, to make havock, rob phe ſpeil 


without meaſure, and that under prevence of a Law, whereby 
they take encouragement thus to act both againſt Lam and Reaſon. 
and how many honeſt and induſtrious Tradeſmen, Imployers and 
Maintainers of the Poor are deeylj firuck at, diſabled and diſ- 
couraged in their Vocations by theſe unchriſtian and inhuman* 
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Perſons, who put tibemſeluts pon that wngratefall office of being 


Tnfermers [together with Papiſts, who both are Incendiaries 
herein, and greatly gratified bereby, expecting that by ſuch 

cuel means their delign will be promoted, or made way for} 
inſtig ating the — to ſuppreſs the peaceable Meeting of 
Gods People, that theſe buſie Informers may get money to ſpend 
pon their Luſts , which, where they are incauraged by the Ruler, 
and credit givin to them, without any queſ ion made of their cre» 
dit or reputation they take the more intouragement both to trouble 
the Rulers. and their Neighbours, which wich eaſily be p: event- 


ed, if Authority and true Fudgment were exerci ed over them, 


by being firifily examined as they enght to be of what they 
heard or ſaw in any ſuch Meetings as they informed againſt, of 
eithtr words or actions that appear ſeditiaus, or where they did 
ſee any ſuch thing as plotting or comtriving 1nſurreTions ag atuſt 
the Peace of the Nation, ani that under colour if tender Con- 
ſciences : Theſe things ought to be inquired into, bath of Infer- 
wert, and Witneſſes ; for the AT i entituled, An AR to pre- 
vent and ſuppreſs Seditious Cotventicles, which: canner. be 
meant of Innocent Meetings ; and alſo, what colony or preteuce 
of religions Exerciſe do theſe Inform:rs, or Witn:ſſes, ſee at our 


Meetings? and what ds they hear ſpoken, or ſee done, that the

reputation among ft men, 

But ales | how little, in theſe caſes, are Informers and Wit- 
neſſes ſo much as cautioned to take heed what they (wear, or give 
in wpen Oath againſt Religiow Meeters, Moreover, where in 
many places our Friends have been taken fitting in ſilence in 
their Meetings (waiting upon the Lord) in which caſe, though 
neither colour nor pretence of an Exerciſe could be proved (ac 
' cording tothe dd) much leſs any outward Att of exerciſe ( for 
being in ſilence, they are only in the inward att or exerciſe of 
the mind, which the outward Law cannot take Copnizonce 
of ) yet many innocent men and Families on this account have 
deeply ſuffered, being Fined, and all, or moſt of their goods 
taten from them, aud ſpoiled, ſome. having their Shop-Goods, 
others, their Houſhold Goods torn and taten away, and ſold at an 
under worth ( 45 Goads taken by Robbery wed to be) others, 
their Cowes and Oxen and Horſes -— driven away, and the 
goods ſo taken in many places amounting to greater value by 
manifeld then the Fines : And in divers Places ſold is ſome 
wncenſcionable perſons (like the Diſtrainers) for not ſo mach as 
4third part of their value (or of what they coſt) as may appear 
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Glaceſter-ſhire.

In or near Frampton, There being, a peaceable Meeting of

He 22th of the 3d Moneth, 1670; At Warberough, there 

being a peaceable Meeting of the Lords people; the Prieſt of 
the Pariſh turned Informer ag1inſt chem, and preſt the Officers 
to diſturb the Meeting, ſo the Prieſt came with them, and 
brought another Prieſt ; ſo they Friends, That they met 
contrary to the Law of God, andthe Law of the King (though he 
could not prove it) but bid them break up their Meeting, and he 
would paſs it by for that time: next Firſt · day, the Prieſt 
having been at a Goſſopiag Win, and being elevated with 
Strong Drink, and Tobacgo;, be clapt ſome of bis Companions

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on the Shoulder, and bid e win : ſp he came 
to the , and catchr hold of a Wom1 , and 
ſaid, Mr. I wil begin with you, fhewing much Violence towards 
her, bruiſing her Arm, that it was Black and Swelled, and Tore 
ber Coat out of the gathers, and then fell upon other Women, 
Pulling them in a wicked manner, fo that he hurt an Antient 
Woman, and tore another Womans Waſt-coar, and cauſed rhe 
Childrea to cry out, His actions were more liker a-mad Bull 
then 4 ſober Man q then he fell upon the Men, till he had wearied 
himſelf, and then threatned what he would do: So he went to 
Oxford, and inſtigated (one called Juſtice Fel) by his falſe Re- 
ports, and procured a ſpecial Warrant; ſo three of the Friends 
were carried before the faid Juſtice, who fined The. Gilpin the

but Juſtice Stafferd, being a Perſon of Diſcretion, returned the 
Certificate, as we are credibly has ſaying it was more 
then the ſaid Juſtice Chernoke could do; whereupon the ſaid Ju- 
ſtice Chernokg ſed the ſaid fine again upon George Ga/ſey, and 
then Galſey was diſtrained by his Hay-cock : and upon ſuſpition 
that there was a Speaker (where indeed there was none) Wil. 
Cook, of Bowbrik-Hill was fined ten pound, and diſtrained by 
Cart, Hay, Houthold-ſtuff, and other Goods, the value un- 
certain, Kobert Garney had taken from him, for the ſaid Meeting 
a Kettle, valued at eight ſhillings, for a Tine of fve ſhillings. 
Mary Sanders lix Pewter Platters, valued at twelve ſhillings, tor 
a Fine of five ſhillings, ſome of them being her Mothers, als re- 

ceives Collection of the Town. 
Upon the 6th, 8th, and gth of the 6th Meneth, called A- 
af, 1670. one Zumbſtead (called a Bumbaily ) came to the 
ouſe of the aforeſaid Wil. Albright, with Fra. Seare, Rich. 
Gaiſley, Wil. Timnis, and Edw. Gaile, and others; and by force 
of ſeveral Warrants from the aforeſaid Juſtice Ckernoke, for 
twenty (ix pound ten ſhillings, for Fines, for two Meetings at bis 
Houſe, viz. Alright; no diſtreſs as yet being taken for the firſt 
Meeting at his Houſe, by reaſon the Officers durſt not break 
open Locks and Doors, which now they did by violence, and 
carried away diverſe parcels of Timber hewed and unbewed, 
with his Screene, being an Oatemeal- Maker, and bis Buſhel, 
with Oates and Oatemeal, and ſeized his Mifl, and took away 
thirty Quarters of Mault, that was none of his, he only made 
it for another man; and they ſeized a Rick of Oates, valued at 
about twenty pound, that was alfo before diſtrained for Rent, 
due for ſome Ground that he hired; the whole ſum that was taken 
and ſeized, vallued between Seventy and Eighty Pounds, for 
Twenty Pounds Ten Shillings Fine.

Examination taken in writing, and read to them, and called 
their Conviction. 


Some Remarkable things, tobe Noted in this C ourty, are as 
. followeth, 

That 7ehn Hwnleby, an Informer, being twice warned by Lance. 
lott Marſhal (when he came into Friends Meeting in Afumby) 
telling him how ſudcenly God had ſtruck with Death a wicked 
Prieſt that came with him to the ſame Meeting not long before; 
the ſaid Informer was angry, and told Friends they mult appear 
before the Juſtice next day early in the Morning, but that Night 
Hunleby was truck with Sickneſs, that handled him in fo ſtrange 
a manner, that he d ied by piece - meal; and bis Siſter told a Friend, 
T hat ſhe never ſaw any depart ſo ſtrangely in her life. 

It is to be noted, that Wil. Carter the Prieſt of Honingron, 
aforeſaid, _ the chief Inſtigator again!t Friends peaceable 
Meetings, who beſtirred himſelt much, to cauſe their goods to 
be taken, and ſpoil to be made; as he was coming home from 
the chief Conſtables houſe, was ſmitren with lickneſs, and in a 
ſhort time was found dead in his Bed, unknowa to the people of 
the houſe ; and was ſo ſtiff, that it was judged his Arm, or Arms, 
were broken to lay him our. 

Another thing obſervable is, that concerning the dividend of 
the ſhare of Tho. Everetts goods to the Poor ot Honingron, ſome 
would receive none, others who did receive were troubled, and 
could not be atquiet in their minds till they came and tendred 
what they had received to the wife of the ſaid Tho, Everett; ano- 
ther of the Town ſaid, That if he ſhovid keep any of that which 
he had received, he believed it would be a curſe to his whole 
eſtate ; though yet he hath reſtored nothing,

houſe, where they askt his name, and place of abode, and 
fined him twenty pound, not ſuffering him to anſwer for himſelf: 
the 22th day of the ſame Moneth he was fined 38. for being ata 
Meeting at Hammer/awirh , and on the 29th day, being ſeeking the 
Lord by prayer, at a Meeting at Fandſworth in Surrey, was had 
before a Juſtice, (ſo called) who fined him 401. for the ſame. 
the 12th of the 4th Moneth they rook him again, at the ſame 
place declaring what he bad received from the Lord, and the 
ſame man, called a Juſtice, fined bim 40 l. more; the Officers of 
the Town of Batterſey, (the place of his Habitation) unto whom 
the Warrants came, went ſeveral times to make diſtreſs on his 
goods, but ſtill finding his doors ſhut; could not meet with any 
thing to ſeize on; the which Account they returned unto the 
Juſtice, but he refuling that account, required their appearing
